To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Committee 
of  the  Post-Graduate  Hospital. 

Ladies  : 

I  beg  to  present  for  your  consideration  the  report  of  the 
work  accomplished  in  the  Babies'  Ward  during  the  year  from 
October,  1920,  to  October,  1921. 

We  have  cared  for  1,447  children,  and  given  14,944  days' 
care  to  them  For  the  first  eight  months  of  1921  our  wards 
were  not  entirely  filled,  but  for  the  last  four  months  they 
have  been  used  to  their  utmost  capacity,  many  of  the  cases 
being  of  the  greatest  interest  from  both  a  medical  and  surgi- 
cal point  of  view. 

Our  former  head  nurse,  Miss  Worth,  who  had  been  with  us 
for  over  two  years,  resigned  her  position  in  July  on  account  of 
ill-health,  and  we  parted  with  her  with  regret.  Our  best 
wishes  follow  her  in  her  new  work.  We  were  fortunate  in 
securing  the  services  of  our  present  Head  Nurse,  Miss  Con- 
stantine,  who  comes  to  us  highly  recommended,  and  with 
unusual  qualifications  for  our  work,  being  a  graduate  of  the 
Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hospital  in  Boston,  followed  by  one 
year's  teaching  of  nurses  at  that  same  hospital,  and  with  two 
years'  experience  at  the  Lying-in  Hospital  in  New  York. 

Owing  to  the  small  supply  of  nurses  in  training  and  the 
shorter  hours  that  they  are  willing  to  work,  the  question  of 
giving  our  very  sick  children  the  necessary  care  has  been  the 
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greatest  problem  of  the  past  year.  It  has  caused  the  doctors 
and  Nursing  Committee  very  grave  concern,  as  we  have  no 
right  to  take  children  into  a  hospital  if  we  cannot  give  them 
all  the  care  they  require,  and  a  sick  child,  as  we  all  know, 
needs  more  care  than  an  adult.  We  are  thankful  to  say 
that  owing  to  the  co-operation  of  Dr.  McKernon,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Hospital,  with  our  Medical  Board,  we  feel  that 
the  question  has  been  solved  by  the  promise  of  a  sufficient 
supply  of  nurses.  It  may  interest  you  to  know  some  of  the 
details  of  the  hours  of  work  and  the  helpers  we  now  have. 

Our  Head  Nurse  and  her  assistant  are  on  duty  from  7  A.  M. 
to  7  P.  M.  Seventeen  pupil  nurses  are  on  duty  from  7  A.  M. 
to  9  P.  M.  During  the  day  we  have  two  ward  maids,  who 
assist  in  making  beds,  washing  the  children,  and  attending  to 
their  various  needs.  Our  assistant,  Eva,  who  has  been  with 
us  for  ten  years,  takes  care  of  the  children  sent  to  the  Sun- 
beam Playroom  and  Roof  Garden.  At  night  we  have  a  Head 
Nurse  who  comes  on  duty  at  7  P.  M.  until  7  A.  M.,  and  who  has 
four  pupil  nurses  under  her.  Formerly  we  had  only  three 
pupil  nurses  on  duty  at  night,  and  the  Night  Supervisor  of 
the  Hospital  had  to  be  called  if  a  child  were  critically  ill. 
Sometimes  it  was  difficult  to  locate  her,  as  her  duties  took 
her  all  over  this  large  Hospital.  When  she  arrived  and  had 
seen  the  case,  she  in  her  turn  had  to  send  for  a  doctor.  In 
this  way  sometimes  ten  to  fifteen  minutes  were  lost,  as  it  is 
against  the  Hospital  rules  for  a  pupil  nurse  to  telephone  for  a 
doctor.  Now  with  our  own  Head  Nurse  not  a  minute  is  lost 
in  calling  medical  assistance,  and  we  are  convinced  that 
many  cases  have  been  saved  by  this  prompt  care.  In  order 
to  give  our  Head  Nurse  more  time  for  the  care  of  our  chil- 
dren and  the  training  of  the  nurses,  we  have  a  secretary 
whose  work  is  to  answer  the  telephone  and  attend  to  any 
clerical  duties  which  formerly  took  half  of  the  Head  Nurse's 
time. 

The  Admission  Department,  under  the  administration  of 
Dr.  Credille  and  Dr.  Rogers,  has  done  unusually  good  work 
for  the  year.  We  have  seldom  had  as  little  contagion  in  the 
wards.  The  location  of  our  Admitting  Room  had  to  be 
changed  during  the  past  summer,  as  the  Hospital  needed  the 
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space  in  the  basement  on  20th  Street,  which  we  had  occupied 
for  many  years,  in  order  to  enlarge  the  X-Ray  Department, 
and  we  were  moved  into  the  building  adjoining  the  Hospital 
on  Second  Avenue.  While  we  have  better  light  and  air,  we 
are  very  much  cramped  for  space,  and  in  many  ways  our 
quarters  are  not  as  convenient  as  those  we  had.  We  sin- 
cerely hope  that  the  Hospital  can  before  long  give  us  more 
room  for  this  very  important  department. 

Our  children  have  been  so  much  benefited  by  the  care 
they  have  received  at  the  Convalescent  Home  at  Sea  Cliff, 
where  58  were  sent,  the  Yonkers  Unit,  which  cared  for  13, 
and  the  Speedwell  Society  at  Morristown,  who  took  in  2 
babies,  that  we  wish  to  record  our  gratitude  to  the  managers 
of  these  homes  for  the  return  of  health  and  happiness  to  the 
children  who  improved  so  greatly  under  their  care. 

The  splendid  work  of  the  various  committees  of  the  Babies' 
Wards  cannot  be  sufficiently  praised.  In  this  busy  city,  with 
its  many  interests  and  occupations,  it  takes  real  sacrifice  and 
hard  work  to  accomplish  the  result,  which  the  Social  Service 
Committee,  the  Committee  for  Supported  Beds,  the  Babies' 
Wards'  Guild,  the  Clothing  Committee,  and  the  Junior 
Auxiliary  Committee  have  done.  We  are  delighted  to  know 
that  a  number  of  young  girls  have  lately  joined  the  Junior 
Auxiliary.  Their  enthusiasm  and  gaiety  at  Christmas,  when 
they  came  to  the  wards  to  trim  the  tree  and  give  presents  and 
stockings  to  the  children,  cheered  the  nurses  as  well  as  the 
little  patients,  and  added  greatly  to  the  happiness  of  all. 
We  sincerely  trust  they  will  continue  their  interest  and  add 
to  their  number. 

I  am  sorry  to  close  a  report  which  has  tried  to  tell  of  the 
work  accomplished  by  the  Babies'  Wards  with  an  appeal  for 
help  to  continue  it.  Our  expenses  in  salaries  and  necessary 
repairs  are  larger  than  ever  before.  Many  of  our  old  friends 
and  subscribers  have  died  or  moved  away,  and  the  funds  in 
our  treasury  have  never  been  so  low.  I  sincerely  beg  every 
manager  to  do  her  utmost  to  help  us  by  bringing  their 
friends,  to  show  them  the  wards  filled  with  patient  suffering 
children  who  are  so  entirely  dependent  upon  our  help.  After 
a  visit  the  aid  we  need  is  generally  given  without  our  asking 
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for  it,  but  the  work  must  be  seen  to  be  appreciated,  and  so 
again  I  beg  each  manager  to  do  her  best  to  interest  her 
friends,  who,  we  trust,  in  that  way  will  become  the  friends  of 
the  Babies'  Wards.

DR.  DENNETT'S  REPORT 


GENERAL  WORK  OF  THE  BABIES'  WARDS 

We  have  completed  the  thirty-ninth  year  of  the  Babies' 
Wards  and  many  important  changes  have  taken  place.  Dr. 
Pisek's  sudden  death  was  a  tremendous  loss  to  the  Babies' 
Wards,  as  well  as  to  the  cause  of  the  betterment  of  children 
throughout  the  city  and  throughout  the  country.  A  very  fit- 
ting and  proper  tribute  was  paid  to  his  memory  in  the  last 
report  of  the  Babies'  Wards,  but  I,  as  his  successor  as  Director 
of  the  Department,  can  hardly  render  my  first  report  to  you 
without  personally  expressing  my  grief  and  regret  at  his  un- 
timely death,  and  tell  you  that  I  undertake  this  task  with 
the  hope  that  I  may  be  able  at  least  partly  to  continue  his 
splendid  work. 

I  want  first  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  splendid  co- 
operation of  your  Board  throughout  the  year,  and  especially 
of  your  Chairman,  Mrs.  J.  Turner  Atterbury.  Her  co-opera- 
tion with  the  medical  staff  has  been  ideal,  and  the  physicians 
on  the  staff  feel  that  your  Board  has  been  and  always  will 
be  the  largest  factor  in  the  success  of  the  Babies'  Wards  of 
the  Post-Graduate  Hospital. 

Your  Chairman  will  tell  you  in  her  report  of  the  complete 
change  in  our  nursing  staff,  but  the  Medical  Department 
wishes  to  express  its  opinion  that  the  Head  Nurse  in  the 
Babies'  Wards  and  her  assistants  are  doing  splendid  work, 
and  that  we  feel  that  our  sick  babies  are  receiving,  if  possible, 
better  care  than  ever  before.  The  scarcity  of  nurses  has  been 
one  of  our  chief  difficulties,  but  a  rearrangement  of  their 
working  hours  has,  we  hope,  largely  overcome  this  difficulty. 

One  of  the  innovations  that  has  been  of  the  utmost  service 
to  us  in  saving  the  time  of  our  nurses  has  been  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  lay  clerk  or  secretary,  who  has  lifted  the  burden 
of  the  clerical  duties  formerly  performed  by  the  Head  Nurse, 
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so  that  now  she  is  able  to  give  all  of  her  time  to  the  actual 
care  of  the  babies.  Since  early  fall  the  wards  have  been 
filled  to  capacity,  the  demand  for  beds  often  being  greater 
than  the  supply.  The  need  of  keeping  our  work  up  to  the 
highest  efficiency,  therefore,  needs  no  comment. 

During  the  last  year  the  Admitting  Room  has  been  moved  to 
the  new  quarters  of  the  Children's  Dispensary,  and  although 
much  may  be  desired  in  the  way  of  space,  it  has  brought  the 
dispensary  physician  more  closely  in  touch  with  the  Admit- 
ting Room  and  ward  work.  This  is  very  desirable,  as  the 
wards  and  the  dispensary  are  of  mutual  help  to  each  other, 
for  no  ward  can  exist  without  a  dispensary,  nor  can  a  dis- 
pensary exist  without  a  ward.  It  would  be  far  better  to  call 
the  dispensary  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  the  wards 
the  In-Patient  Department,  since,  after  all,  it  is  the  same 
children  who  are  being  treated  in  both  places,  and  the  same 
physicians  who  are  attending  them.  It  has  always  been  my 
hope  and  ambition  to  see  a  closer  unity  between  the  two,  and 
to  have  your  Board  show  the  same  interest  in  the  17,000 
children  who  are  treated  annually  in  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment, as  you  have  in  the  wards. 

New  rules  have  been  adopted  for  the  prevention  of  conta- 
gious diseases.  The  success  of  these  rules,  which  have  been 
in  force  for  nine  months,  has  been  demonstrated  by  the  fact 
that  so  far  only  one  secondary  case  of  an  infectious  disease 
has  developed  in  the  wards.  The  most  modern  method  of 
preventing  contagion  depends  upon  what  is  called  the  Unit 
System.  That  is,  each  group  of  children  is  a  unit  by  itself, 
so  that  there  shall  be  no  contact  between  the  various  groups. 
Contact,  of  course,  refers  to  clothing,  bedding,  dishes,  toilet 
arrangements,  etc.,  as  well  as  the  actual  mingling  of  the  chil- 
dren themselves.  When  the  Babies'  Wards  were  built  this 
Unit  System  was  not  in  vogue,  but  the  best  efforts  have  been 
made  to  establish  it  with  our  present  facilities,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  some  time  in  the  future  certain  alterations  may  be  made 
which  will  enable  the  Unit  System  to  be  perfectly  carried  out. 

The  Social  Service  Department  is  doing  the  best  it  can 
with  one  paid  worker  to  visit  the  patients  that  have  left  the 
hospital,  but  it  is  hoped  that  in  another  year  the  Social  Ser- 
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vice  Department  of  the  entire  hospital  may  be  reorganized  to 
include  the  Babies'  Wards,  and  that  we  may  have  more  help. 

Beside  the  actual  work  accomplished  with  sick  children, 
which  goes  on  from  year  to  year,  a  certain  amount  of  preven- 
tive work  can  be  done  while  our  new  patients  are  in  the 
wards.  Tonsils,  which  later  on  may  cause  disease,  are  re- 
moved; teeth,  which  occupy  so  important  a  part  in  the  cause 
of  disease,  are  cared  for,  and  dietetic  and  hygienic  instruction 
is  given  to  the  mothers  when  they  take  their  children  home. 
The  Social  Service  Department  must  be  enlarged  to  make  the 
splendid  work  that  is  being  done  in  the  Babies'  Wards  more 
effective  and  lasting.

DR.  HEYD'S  REPORT 


In  presenting  a  short  resume  of  the  surgical  activities  of 
Babies'  Wards  for  the  year  192 1,  it  is  well  to  emphasize  cer- 
tain aspects  of  the  service. 

The  new  disposition  of  the  service  was  carried  out,  we  be- 
lieve, in  a  satisfactory  manner.  This  new  division  of  service 
provided  for  three  attending  surgeons,  alternating  through 
the  successive  days  of  the  week — Monday  and  Thursday  Dr. 
Heyd  receiving,  Tuesday  and  Friday  Dr.  Erdmann,  and 
Wednesday  and  Saturday  Dr.  Peterson.  This  allowed  for  a 
more  uniform  distribution  of  the  surgical  material,  and  made 
for  promptitude  and  superior  administration  of  the  surgical 
problems. 

It  is  well  to  emphasize  the  manifest  deficiencies  in  individ- 
ual nursing  as  it  pertains  to  surgical  cases,  due  to  the  inade- 
quate number  of  nurses  delegated  to  the  care  of  surgical  cases 
in  Babies'  Wards. 

For  purposes  of  comparison,  there  were  performed  in  the 
N.  Y.  Post-Graduate  Hospital  during  the  past  year  19,197 
operations,  these  operations  being  upon  7,322  patients.  Of 
this  total  number  of  operations  901  were  performed  on  surgical 
cases  to  Babies'  Wards.  According  to  conditions,  the  following 
represents  the  distribution  of  material  from  Babies'  Wards:

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It  is  urgently  recommended  that  the  system  of  colored  ad- 
mission cards  that  pertains  to  the  general  service  be  intro- 
duced into  Babies'  Wards,  so  that  the  three  main  divisions  of 
surgery  will  have  their  respective  colored  cards  of  admission. 
This  facilitates  identification  and  promptitude  of  service. 

Correlated  with  the  work  of  the  Surgical  Department  in 
Babies'  Wards  was  the  very  intimate  association  of  the  spe- 
cialties of  Orthopedic  Surgery,  Neuro-Surgery,  and  Urology. 

It  may  be  stated  in  conclusion  that  the  utmost  care  was 
given  to  post-operative  treatment  of  babies,  for  the  attending 
staff  feel  that  in  the  depleted  vital  condition  of  infants  a  great 
many  more  lives  are  saved  through  adequate  and  careful 
post-operative  treatment  than  would  obtain  in  adults,  and 
urge  that  the  Babies'  Wards  Department  be  the  one  place  in 
the  hospital  where  adequate  service  of  thoroughly  conscien- 
tious nurses  in  sufficient  number  is  essential.

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REPORT  OF  THE  JUNIOR  AUXILIARY 
COMMITTEE 

The  annual  dues  of  the  Junior  Auxiliary  Committee  have 
paid  for  a  bed  in  the  Babies'  Wards ;  three  other  beds  are  sup- 
ported by  individual  members,  one  in  perpetuity. 

Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  dinners  of  turkey,  cranberry- 
jelly,  ice  cream,  fruit,  and  simple  cake  were  supplied.  The 
piano  in  the  Recovery  Ward  has  been  tuned,  and  the  two 
Victrolas  were  repaired;  the  soothing  and  cheering  effect  of 
the  music  is  most  marked  with  our  little  patients,  and  gifts 
of  records  no  longer  new  to  you  would  be  welcomed  by  the 
babies. 

The  committee  also  contributed  $35  toward  the  purchase 
of  a  new  sterilizer  for  the  operating  room. 

The  annual  donation  of  new  clothing  from  the  Needlework 
Guild  was  400  garments,  an  increase  of  75  over  last  year. 

Our  stock  of  toys  is  unusually  low  just  now,  in  spite  of  the 
Christmas  season ;  dolls  and  bright  picture-books  and  heavier 
toys  that  the  children  can  pull  around  after  them  are  much 
needed.  Home-made  jellies  would  also  be  thankfully  re- 
ceived. 

We  have  had  the  pleasure  of  welcoming  to  our  committee  a 
group  of  young  school-girls,  as  a  nucleus,  we  hope,  of  a  future 
Visiting  Committee;  during  the  last  few  years  they  gave  of 
their  free  time  to  war  work,  and  now  that  peace  has  come, 
they  have  decided  they  must  keep  on  with  something  useful 
and  have  undertaken  to  visit  the  wards  to  amuse  and  com- 
fort our  little  invalids.  They  supplied  three  trees  (one  for 
each  big  ward),  and  they  distributed  the  toys  to  the  delighted 
children  the  day  before  Christmas;  they  also  saw  that  stock- 
ings hung  on  all  the  little  beds  on  Christmas  morning. 

The  Junior  Auxiliary  Committee,  once  the  Sunbeam 
League,  was  created  over  thirty  years  ago,  as  a  Visiting  Com- 
mittee, it  being  found  absolutely  necessary  for  our  babies  to 
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have  the  cheering  and  petting  which  the  busy  nurses  could 
not  give.  As  the  years  went  by,  we  outgrew  our  role  of  little 
Sunbeams  and  assumed  our  present  name  and  responsibilities. 
This  infusion  of  young  blood  will  enable  us  to  take  up  our 
original  work,  which  we  hope  will  continue  for  many  years  to

They  also  shared 
with  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  the  expenses  of  two  beds  at  the 
Yonkers  Unit  of  the  Speedwell  Society.  They  have  given 
treats  on  holidays  throughout  the  year,  Easter  and  Christmas 
parties,  and  have  paid  the  board  at  Yonkers  of  the  children 
whose  parents  were  unable  to  do  so.  Mrs.  Hoyt's  generous 
contribution,  added  to  the  rest,  enabled  Miss  Weiss  to  dis- 
tribute scarfs,  mittens,  sweaters,  toys,  etc.,  to  79  children.
